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Medical  Relief. 

Particulars  as  to  the  extent  to  which  hospital  and  other  forms 
of  gratuitous  medical  relief  are  utilised  are  not  available,  save  in 
a  few  instances,  as  many  people  apply  to  hospitals  outside  the 
district  as  for  example,  the  Royal  Hospital,  Richmond,  the  West 
London  Hospital,  Hammersmith,  and  other  General  Hospitals 
within  the  Metropolitan  area. 

Poor  Law  Medical  Relief  is  reported  to  have  been  afforded  to 
315  cases,  and  some  of  these  received  also  out-relief  and  institutional 
treatment. 

The  Hounslow  Hospital  is  the  only  voluntary  Hospital  within 
the  District  ;  it  is  a  modern  and  well  equipped  institution  doing 
valuable  work,  but  is  scarcely  large  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of 
this  district.  Its  sphere  of  usefulness  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  extended 
by  the  provision  of  maternity  beds.  During  the  year  1921,  there 
were  admitted  362  in-patients,  whilst  886  received  treatment  as 
out-pati«nts. 

Medical  relief  is  also  given  by  certain  voluntary  organisations 
in  the  district,  namely  : — 

The  Gunnersbury  House  Nursing  Home.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

For  the  year  1921,  the  estimate  of  nett  civil  population  is 
given  under  two  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General. 
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The  death-rate  population  (45,732)  excludes  all  non-civilian 
males  whether  serving  at  home  or  abroad  ;  whilst  the  birth-rate 
(and  marriage-rate)  population  (47,290)  includes  all  the  elements 
of  the  population  contributing  to  the  birth  and  marriage  rates  and 
may  be  represented  by  : — 

Death-rate  population  plus  this  district’s  proportional 
share  of  all  non-civilians  enlisted  from  this  country. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  1,029, 
but  547  of  these  did  not  belong  to  the  district,  while  34  residents 
died  without  the  district.  Thus  the  number  of  deaths  properly 
attributable  to  the  district  was  516.  Adopting  the  basis  of  the 
population  estimated  by  the  Kegistrar-General,  the  death-rate  for 
the  district  comes  to  11-28  per  1,000,  which  is  comparable  with 
the  following  figures  : — 12-1  for  England  and  12-4  for  London. 

As  it  is  not  possible  to  calculate  the  population  in  each  Ward 
with  any  reasonable  degree  of  accuracy,  I  am  unable  to  furnish 
the  death-rate  for  each  separate  Ward,  but  a  fairly  reliable  index 
to  the  comparative  mortality  of  the  Wards  may  be  found  in  the 
Infant  death-rates  given  on  page  8. 

Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  1,027, 
but  91  of  these  did  not  belong  to  this  district,  while  14  births 
properly  belonging  to  this  district  occurred  outside  the  district. 
The  nett  number  of  births  thus  attributable  to  the  district  is  950. 
Adopting  the  population  basis  suggested  by  the  Kegistrar-General 
for  the  calculation  of  the  birth-rate,  this  comes  to  20-09  per  1,000. 
The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  is  22-4  per  1,000  and  for 
London  22  3  per  1,000.

Infant  Mortality. 

The  figure  obtained  under  this  heading  is  regarded  as  a 
valuable  index  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  a  district.  Furthermore, 
as  it  is  based  on  ascertained  facts  ( i.e .,  the  actual  numbers  of 
births  and  infant  deaths),  it  is  more  reliable  than  the  death-rate 
which  is  calculated  on  an  estimated  population. 

The  rate  for  1921  is  69-4  per  1,000  births.  The  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  and  for  London  during  the  same  period  were 
83  and  80  respectively.  In  view  of  the  extremely  hot  summer 
these  figures  are  most  satisfactory. 

In  1912  the  rate  for  this  district  was  85,  and  in  1918,  86; 
in  1920  it  was  57  ;  these  were  the  lowest  figures  previously 
recorded.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply. 

There  were,  as  far  as  is  known,  at  the  end  of  the  year  39 
private  wells  from  which  the  water  was  used  for  domestic  purposes. 
In  three  other  cases  there  are  wells,  but  an  alternative  supply 
from  the  main  exists  for  domestic  purposes. 

In  91  instances  draw-taps  were  placed  on  the  main  to  the 
house,  in  compliance  with  notice  from  the  Health  Department,  in 
lim  of  a  supply  drawn  from  an  inaccessible  and  uncovered  cistern. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewerage  of  almost  the  whole  district  is  arranged  on  the 
“  separate”  system. 

In  the  western  portion  of  the  district,  there  are  some  houses 
not  yet  linked  up  with  the  general  system.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  at  the  enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  1919, 
sanction  was  not  forthcoming  for  the  provision  of  a  sewer  along 
the  western  portion  of  Bath  Road,  which  would  have  enabled 
houses  in  the  vicinity  to  be  connected  with  the  general  system  of 
sewerage.  The  present  methods  of  drainage  employed  at  these 
houses  are  not  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Accommodation  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  almost  general 
throughout  the  district,  98  per  cent,  of  the  houses  having  water- 
closets. 

Scavenging. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  and  is  under 
control  of  the  Surveyor.  The  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  is 
disposed  of  by  burning  in  a  destructor. 

During  the  year  there  were  supplied  217  new7  ashbins,  and 
7  ashpits  were  abolished .

Nuisances,  Contraventions  of  Bye-laws,  Defective  Drainage,  etc. 

The  number  of  premises  on  which  nuisances  w'ere  outstanding 
at  the  end  of  1920  was  565.  To  these,  other  932  premises 
whereat  nuisances  w’ere  recorded  in  1921,  were  added,  giving  a 
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total  of  1497  premises.  Of  these  801  had  the  nuisances  remedied, 
leaving  696  premises  at  which  nuisances  still  existed  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

During  the  year,  nuisances  at  97  houses  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee,  which  added  to  the  40  brought  forward  from 
1920,  make  a  total  of  137.  Before  asking  authority  to  serve 
statutory  notices,  the  premises  are  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  Statutory  notices  were 
authorised  and  served  in  most  of  these  cases,  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  nuisances  were  remedied  in  116  of  the  houses,  leaving 
19  cases  to  be  carried  forward  in  1922.

It  must  be  placed  on  record  that  twice  during  1920,  recom¬ 
mendations  urging  the  appointmeut  of  a  District  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  fill  the  existing  vacancy,  were  sent  forward  by  the  Health 
Committee  to  the  Council,  but  were  defeated.

Milk. 


No  material  change  has  been  observed  during  the  past  year 
in  the  conditions  under  which  cow-keeping  and  milk  vending  are 
carried  on  in  the  district.  76  inspections  were  carried  out  in 
respect  of  dairies  and  milkshops. 

The  milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919,  was  rescinded 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  during  the  spring  of  1921,  and  Local 
Authorities  must  now  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  under 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918,  to  schemes  for  the 
supply  of  milk  to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  and  young 
children. 

In  accordance  with  the  desire  for  economy  in  this  direction 
as  expressed  by  the  Ministry,  a  fresh  scale  for  the  distribution  of 
free  milk  in  this  district  was  introduced.  See  page  21. 

579  grants  were  made  during  the  year.  Unofficial  milk 
analyses  are  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

1.  Meat  Inspection. — The  Chief  Sanitary  and  the  District 
Sanitary  Inspectors  hold  special  certificates  for  meat  inspection. 
Slaughter-houses  and  butchers’  shops  are  visited  periodically,  but 
during  the  year  no  diseased  meat  was  seized,  but  368J  lbs.  were 
surrendered.  There  are  8  slaughter-houses  and  26  butchers’  shops 
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in  the  district.  Each  of  these  received  on  an  average  153  visits 
per  month  ;  there  is  therefore  room  for  improvement. 

2.  Public  Abattoir. — There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  the  district, 
nor  are  there  any  arrangements  for  meat  being  inspected  at  the 
time  of  slaughter.  Killing  may  take  place  any  time. 

3.  Action  under  Section  117,  Public  Health  Act ,  1875. — None 
during  1921. 

4.  Tubercular  Meat. — There  were  none  seized,  but  276  lbs. 
were  surrendered  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

General  Remarks. 

The  chief  illnesses  which  have  affected  the  district  have  been 
Influenza  of  the  mild  type  with  a  certain  increase  in  the 
accompanying  Pneumonia  and  to  a  comparatively  small  amount  of 
Diarrhoea  and  Sickness,  this  latter  being  extremely  small  compared 
to  what  was  anticipated  in  view  of  the  exceptionally  hot  summer. 

The  table  on  page  39  sets  forth  by  months  the  number  of 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  1921. 

It  will  be  observed  on  reference  to  this  table  that  there  were 
220  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  1921.  This  disease  has 
been  more  prevalent  in  the  district  in  common  with  others  in  the 
Greater  London  area,  since  1919. 

During  the  year  there  were  6  return  cases  of  this  disease,  all 
the  originating  ones  having  been  treated  at  Mogden  Isolation 
Hospital.

The  incidence  rate  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  civil  population 
was  4-68  per  1,000.  Six  deaths  took  place  from  this  cause  during 
the  year.  The  mortality  rate  was  18  per  cent. 

Diphtheria.

In  addition  to  these  cases  two  military  cases  were  reported 
and  removed  to  Hospital. 

The  incidence  rate  per  1,000  of  the  civil  population  was  2T4. 
Thirteen  cases  occurred  in  public  institutions  during  the  year,  11 
of  the  persons  affected  being  non-residents.  12  deaths  took  place 
from  this  disease,  i.e.  a  case  mortality  rate  of  13  per  cent. 
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Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

During  1921,  30  vials  of  Antitoxin  were  supplied  to  medical 
practitioners.  (18-2,000  units  and  12-4000  units). 

Typhoid  Fever. 

There  were  five  cases  notified  during  the  year. 

Dysentery. 

One  case  was  notified. 

Erysipelas. 

16  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  of  whom  nine  were 
institutions  cases,  the  persons  affected  being  non-residents.  No 
deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease.

10  cases  of  this  disease  wrere  notified,  all  were  institution 
cases,  the  persons  affected  being  non-residents. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

There  were  two  cases  notified  of  this  disease. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  and  proved  fatal. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

There  was  one  case  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

43  cases  were  notified,  17  being  non-residents  in  the  Infirmary # 

Malaria. 

One  case  was  notified,  being  a  recurrence. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  48. 
22  cases  (or  over  45%)  were  notified  from  Institutions  :  — 

Sanatoria  15,  Infirmary  1,  General  Hospitals  6. 
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The  large  proportion  of  cases  which  come  under  observation 
for  the  first  time  as  a  result  of  notification  from  an  Institution 
would  appear  to  show  that  the  notification  of  cases  by  private 
practitioners,  is  not  as  complete'  as  it  should  be. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  11. 
Seven  of  them  were  notified  as  receiving  institutional  treatment. 

Non-notifiable  Diseases. 

Information  respecting  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  is 
usually  gained  through  notifications  by  the  School  Attendance 
Officers.  The  undermentioned  table  sets  forth  the  numbers  of

Upon  receipt  of  information  of  the  existence  of  a  case,  inquiry 
is  made  by  a  Health  Visitor  to  obtain  all  necessary  facts. 

Influenza.

Small-Pox. 

No  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  under  the  Public  Heath  (Small-Pox  Prevention  Regulations, 
1917,  during  the  year  under  review. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Persons. 

Particulars  are  asked  for  as  to  the  facilities  available  in  the 
district  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons 
and  their  belongings. 

Neither  the  Education  Authority  nor  the  Sanitary  Authority 
possesses  a  cleansing  station.  This  matter  has  been  brought  to  the 
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notice  of  the  Education  Committee  on  many  occasions.  Where 
application  is  made,  the  Health  Department  undertakes  the 
spraying  of  rooms  for  the  removal  of  bed  bugs,  and  bedding  and 
clothing  generally  can  be  disinfected  by  steam  at  Mogden  Isolation 
Hospital. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Inspection  of  Midwives  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Council.  It  is,  however,  generally  recognised  that  the 
authority  administering  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme 
should  also  exercise  control  over  the  Midwives  practising  in  its  area. 

During  the  year,  it  was  necessary  to  report  to  the  Supervising 
Authority  one  Midwife  in  connection  with  a  case  of  puerpural 
fever. 

In  this  district  it  is  the  practise  of  the  Health  Visitors  not 
to  visit  the  newly-born  till  14  days  after  the  birth,  in  order  not 
to  interfere  with  the  Midwife.  Were  the  Local  Authority  the 

supervising  one  under  the  Midwives  Acts,  visits  might  be  made 
earlier  and  such  conditions  would  be  bound  to  receive  attention, 
for  Midwives  to  avoid  reprimand,  would  find  it  wiser  to  comply 
with  the  rules. 

The  Municipal  Midwife  appointed  during  1920,  attended  the 
following  number  of  cases,  but  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
sufficient  demand  in  the  district  for  the  services  of  a  whole  time 
Municipal  Midwife  and  the  retention  of  her  services  is  being 

re-considered.  What  is  wanted  much  more  is  a  Lying-in-Home  : —

According  to  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  last  list,  there  are 
23  Midwives  practising  in  the  district. 

Work  at  Clinics. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  this  work  it  was  necessary  to  add 
an  extra  session  both  at  the  Council  House  and  at  Isleworth. 
During  the  summer  months  the  infant  consultations  increased 
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enormously  and  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  on  the  whole 
throughout  the  year,  in  fact  that  work  has  now  got  to  such  a 
stage  that  the  provision  of  a  further  session  must  be  considered 
shortly. 

The  ante-natal  work  ebbs  and  flows,  but  is  not  up  to  the 
standard  one  would  like  to  see.  The  difficulty  in  both  centres  is, 
that  the  premises  are  not  adequate  for  the  purpose. 

The  three  clinics  at  the  Council  House  and  two  at  the 
Isleworth  Public  Hall  have  remained  open  throughout  the  year. 
The  attendances  totalled  7,575  for  the  year  as  compared  with 
3,599  in  1920.  The  average  attendance  at  the  Council  House 
being  4 0‘2  and  at  the  Isleworth  Centre  38-8. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry,  a 
third  centre  was  opened  at  Heston  on  the  4bh  January,  but  owing 
to  the  extremely  scanty  attendance,  only  five  mothers  attending 
in  three  sessions,  it  was  closed  down  again. 

The  arrangements  with  chemists  for  the  dispensing  of  pre¬ 
scriptions  on  terms  similar  to  those  under  the  National  Insurance 
Act,  have  been  continued. 

During  the  year  8,173  lbs.  ofglaxo  and  534  lbs.  of  Virol,  335  lbs. 
Malt  Extract,  238  lbs.  Cod  Liver  Oil  with  Malt,  23  pkts.  Lactagol, 
9  lbs.  Marylebone  Cream  were  distributed  and  have  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  mothers  attending  the  Clinics.

There  are  no  facilities  at  present  for  the  treatment  of  dental 
defects  in  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  nor  for  any  other 
treatment  for  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

With  the  advent  of  hot  weather  in  July,  the  Committee 
authorised  the  publication  of  posters  which  were  made  as  striking 
as  possible  : —

The  continuance  of  the  hot  weather  is  practically  certain  to  produce 
a  severe  outbreak  of  Diarrhoea  amongst  bottle  fed  babies. 

This  form  of  epidemic  Diarrhoea  is  generally  accompanied  by  sickness, 
and  is  extremely  serious  and  often  fatal. 

The  last  HOT  SUMMER  was  1911. 

In  1911  the  deaths  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  were 


550  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1910! 

In  1911,  amongst  infants  under  12  months  old,  the  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea  were  28  times  as  many  as  the  deaths  from 

TYPHOID  FEVER,  SCARLET  FEVER  and  DIPHTHERIA 

together  ! 

Summer  Diarrhoea  is  mainly  due  to  germs  which  thrive  in  dirt  in 

some  form,  such  as 

Dirty  Milk,  Dirty  Jugs  to  contain  Milk, 

Dirty  Feeding  Bottles,  Dirty  Teats, 

Dummies  (which  are  always  dirty) 

also 


Dirty  Houses,  Dirty  Yards,  Dirty  Dustbins,  and 
Flies  Attracted  by  Dirt. 

To  protect  your  children  avoid  as  far  as  possible  all  of  the  above  causes. 


NOTE. 

Boil  all  your  milk  directly  it  is  delivered.  Put  it  into  a  jug  that 
has  been  thoroughly  scalded  out.  Stand  this  jug  in  a  basin  of 
cold  water  and  cover  it  at  once  with  a  piece  of  muslin  to  keep 
out  the  flies. 

Boil  your  babies’  bottle  and  teat  at  least  once  a  day,  and 
keep  them  in  clean  cold  water  when  not  in  use.  Cleanse  them 
thoroughly  after  each  feed. 

Don’t  wean  a  baby  during  July,  August  or  September,  without 
medical  advice. 

If  you  notice  bad  smells  near  your  house,  or  your  baby  gets 
Diarrhoea,  send  word  to  the  Health  Department,  Council  House, 
Hounslow.

The  Home  Help  paid  349  visits  during  the  year  and  her 
work  was  found  of  considerable  value. 


Grants  of  Milk  and  Food. 

The  scale  of  grants  for  provision  of  milk  have  been  fixed  as 
follows  : — 

Where  the  amount  per  head  is  less  than  4/-  the  grant  is 

free. 


Where  the  amount  per  head  is  over  4/-  but  less  than  5/-, 
the  recipient  pays  one-third  of  the  cost. 

Where  the  amount  per  head  is  5/-  but  less  than  7/6,  the 
amount  paid  is  two-thirds  of  the  cost. 

Wh  ere  the  amount  per  head  is  7/6,  no  grant  is  made. 

Previous  to  April,  1921,  milk  was  supplied  free  or  at  reduced 
rates  to  expectant  mothers  (during  last  three  months  of  pregnancy) 
to  nursing  mothers,  and  to  children  under  five,  according  to  the  full 
scale.

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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  kept  almost 
entirely  for  consultation  purposes,  treatment  being  reduced  to  an 
absolute  minimum  so  as  not  to  clash  in  any  way  with  local 
Medical  Practitioners. 

The  only  Day  Nursery  in  the  district  was  closed  last  year. 

There  are  two  School  Clinics  at  each  of  which  the  Medical 
Officer  attends  twice  a  week,  and  at  which  treatment  for  minor 
ailments  is  carried  out  on  five  mornings  in  the  week. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  which  is  part  of  the  County  machinery 
is  situate  in  Hounslow7  in  the  centre  of  a  populous  district. 

There  is  no  clinic  for  Veneral  Diseases. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  Isle  worth  Nursing  Association  carried  on  this  work 
throughout  the  district.  There  is  an  arrangement  with  them  also 
for  nursing  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  No  payments  are 
made  either  by  the  County  Council  or  by  the  Local  Authority.

No  special  measures  exist  for  dealing  with  unmarried  mothers 
or  illegitimate  children  as  such,  but  cases  not  wholly  destitute 
have  derived  benefit  through  the  Council’s  scheme  for  grants  of 
food  and  milk. 


VOLUNTARY  SOCIETIES  AND  HELPERS. 

The  Isleworth  Nursing  Association  is  the  only  Voluntary 
Society  in  direct  contact  with  the  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme. 

Acknowledgement  must  be  made  of  the  interest  taken  and 
useful  help  rendered  by  the  members  of  the  Womens’  Co-operative 
Guild,  Mrs.  Dollaston,  Mrs.  Bartlett  and  Mrs.  Luto,  assisting  at 
the  Hounslow  Clinic,  Mrs.  Evans  at  the  one  held  at  the  Isleworth 
Public  Hall. 


HOSPITALS. 

During  the  present  year  the  Isolation  Plospital  accommodation 
has  been  taxed  to  its  utmost  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Richmond 
and  I  both  reported  that  we  considered  extensions  necessary.  The 
report  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  under  consideration. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or 
by  the  County  Council  : — 

1.  Tuberculosis. — The  County  Council  have  two  institu¬ 
tions  :  The  Bell  Road  Hospital,  with  16  beds,  and  a  section 
of  the  West  Middlesex  Hospital. 

2.  Maternity. — There  is  no  definite  provision  in  the 
district  other  than  the  West  Middlesex  Hospital  (Guardians) 
for  maternity  cases  apart  from  private  nursing  homes  charging 
considerable  fees.  There  are  a  few  beds  in  the  Hounslow 
Hospital  and  cases  can  also  be  dealt  with  at  the  West 
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Middlesex  Hospital,  but  the  great  majority  of  the  cases  which 
come  under  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are 
dealt  with  by  the  large  London  Hospitals. 

4.  Fever. — This  district  joins  with  Richmond  in  the  form 
of  a  Joint  Hospital  Board,  which  is  responsible  for  the 
Mogden  Hospital  dealing  with  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and 
Enteric,  and  the  Dockwell  Hospital  with  13  beds  for  the 
accommodation  of  Smallpox. 

6.  The  Hospitals  in  the  district  are  the  West  Middlesex 
Hospital  which  is  the  Poor  Law  Infirmary.  The  Hounslow 
Hospital  with  27  beds,  which  is  entirely  supported  by  voluntar3r 
contributions  and  the  Mogden  and  Dockwell  Hospitals  for 
Infectious  Diseases  and  Smallpox  supported  from  the  rates  by 
tbe  Councils  of  Heston  and  Isleworth  and  Richmond. 

There  is  practically  no  difficulty  in  getting  cases  into  the 
West  Middlesex  Hospital,  but  there  is  no  out-patient  department. 

The  Hounslow  Hospital  has  a  staff  of  consultants,  but  there 
appears  to  be  a  feeling  for  preference  for  the  larger  Hospitals 
with  national  reputation  such  as  Gt.  Ormond  Street,  Queen’s 
Square,  Brompton,  Chelsea  Hospital  for  Women  and  the  larger 
hospitals.  The  difficulty  in  connection  with  this  however,  is  that 
it  entails  a  considerable  expense,  which  many  of  the  parents  can 
ill  afford  and  in  other  cases  where  specialised  treatment  is  wanted, 
there  is  often  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
letters  demanded  by  the  Hospital.

HOUSING. 

There  is  at  present  a  considerable  amount  of  overcrowding 
in  the  district,  not  so  much  legal  overcrowding  as  moral  over¬ 
crowding.  The  condition  is  rendered  much  more  difficult  by  the 


refusal  to  let  furnished  rooms  to  families  with  children.  It  is 
almost  a  universal  statement  of  those  in  the  overcrowded  premises, 
that  having  made  repeated  attempts  to  obtain  accommodation 
elsewhere  they  have  been  immediately  refused  as  soon  it  was  known 
that  there  was  a  family  of  children. 

It  is  true  that  to  a  certain  extent  people  have  become 
accustomed  to  sharing  a  house  with  other  families,  but  the  Minister’s 
statement,  that  overcrowding  does  not  exist  to  a  serious  extent 
would  appear  from  the  reports  given  by  my  Health  Visitors  to  be 
incorrect,  if  moral  overcrowding  is  taken  as  a  standard  and  not 
legal  overcrowding.

Out  of  43  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  1921,  only  5  had  specimens  of  sputum  sent  to  the 
Laboratory  for  examination.  Four  of  these  were  positive,  one  was 
negative. 

There  were  59  specimens  sent  for  examination,  of  these  5 
were  positive. 

In  only  2  cases  was  a  second  specimen  sent,  and  in  one 
of  these  a  second  examination  proved  positive. 

Deaths — Pulmonary. 

There  were  38  deaths  during  the  year.  Ten  were  primary 
notifications,  three  of  which  were  notified  after  death.

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CO-ORDINATION. 

The  administrative  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  is 
carried  out  in  the  Health  Department,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  School  Medical  Officer  who  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
with  charge  of  the  Council’s  scheme  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare.  The  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  whose  duties  are  mainly 
in  connection  with  school  children,  also  gives  assistance  in  public 
health  matters  generally,  and  has  charge  of  two  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics,  at  one  of  which,  ante-natal  work  in  particular  is 
dealt  with. 

The  Health  Visitors  act  also  as  School  Nurses,  each  being 
responsible  for  a  district  and  the  schools  therein. 

Conference  with  the  Education  Office  is  facilitated,  as  it  is 
housed  in  the  same  building  as  the  Health  Department. 

Unification  of  Health  Services  is  obtained  inasmuch  as  matters 
pertaining  to  the  School  Medical  Service,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  and  Public  Health  generally,  are  now  reported  monthly 
to  the  same  Health  Committee. 

(a) .  Infant  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  are  two  centres  in  the  District.  These  with  the  School 
Clinics  share  the  same  medical  and  nursing  staff,  and  the  record 
cards  are  available  for  school  medical  purposes.  Occasionally  a 
case  of  ringworm  receives  x-ray  treatment  by  arrangement  with 
the  Education  Committee,  but  there  is  no  general  scheme  for 
remedying  dental,  visual  and  other  defects  in  children  below  the 
age  of  five  years.  Proposals  to  this  end  have  been  put  forward  ; 
their  consideration,  has  however,  been  deferred. 

(b) .  Nursery  Schools. 

There  are  none  in  the  district. 

(c) .  The  Care  of  Debilitated  Children  under  School  Age. 

Children  up  to  the  age  of  five  years  have  access  to  the 
centres  above  mentioned.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made 
with  the  Isle  worth  Nursing  Association  for  the  nursing  of  measles, 
whooping  cough,  etc. 
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The  School  Medical  Service  in  relation  to 
Public  Elementary  Schools. 

School  Hygiene. 

The  school  buildings  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  are 
periodically  inspected. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  following  short  resume  describes  the  arrangements  made 
for  the  medical  inspection  of  the  children.  The  afternoon  sessions 
are  chosen  when  possible,  as  it  is  found  to  be  more  convenient 
for  those  parents  who  desire  to  be  present. 

The  suggested  dates  are  submitted  to  the  teachers,  and 
intimated  to  the  Secretary  who  informs  His  Majesty’s  Inspector 
of  Schools. 

The  arrangements  hitherto  have  been  that  all  appointments 
for  children  being  inspected  at  Routine  Inspection  were  made 
from  the  office  and  the  appointment  cards  made  out  in  the  office 
and  sent  out  for  distribution  by  the  teachers.  The  days  of 
examination  were  spread  over  long  periods  as  the  administrative 
arrangements  only  permitted  of  a  school  being  inspected  one  day 
in  the  week,  which  meant  a  prolonged  visitation  in  the  case  of  a 
larger  school.  This  also  meant  a  certain  amount  of  difficulty  in 
the  office  in  arranging  the  inspection  of  the  children,  so  that  it 
did  not  clash  with  their  instruction  in  special  subjects. 

The  machinery  has  been  simplified,  in  that,  now  the  cards 
and  the  list  of  all  the  children  due  to  be  examined  are  sent  to 
the  head  teacher  and  the  examinations  are  conducted  on  consecutive 
days  until  the  whole  school  is  finished. 

Further,  all  the  parents  used  to  be  summoned  at  the  beginning 
of  the  session,  so  that  some  of  them  had  to  wait  considerable 
periods.  They  are  now  summoned  at  the  rate  of  four  every  half 
hour.  Under  the  new  arrangement,  the  head  teacher  is  able  to 
make  his  or  her  own  arrangements,  so  as  to  fit  in  with  the  special 
subjects  and  also  with  what  is  known  of  the  habits  of  the  parents, 
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so  that  they  are  summoned  at  times  which  are  most  convenient 
to  them.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  justifiable  to  waste  the 
parents  time  by  summoning  them  long  before  the  time  of  the 
inspection  of  their  child. 

Parents  whose  children  are  found  to  be  defective  and  who 
require  medical  treatment,  are  duly  informed  of  the  necessity  of 
medical  advice  being  sought.  The  children  are  kept  under 
observation  either  in  the  schools  or  at  the  Clinics  until  treatment 
has  been  obtained. 

(a) .  Age  Groups  Inspected. 

The  selection  of  children  due  for  routine  medical  inspection 
during  1921,  includes  those  children  born  during  the  years,  1909, 
1912  and  1915,  together  with  those  absent  at  the  previous  medical 
inspection. 

( b ) .  Board’s  Schedule. 

In  all  cases  the  Board’s  Schedule  of  medical  inspection  has 
been  followed. 

(c) .  Disturbance  of  School  Arrangements. 

The  accommodation  available  for  the  purpose  of  medical 
inspection  varies  in  different  schools.  In  some  the  head  teachers’ 
rooms  are  used,  but  as  a  rule  they  are  insufficiently  large  for 
vision  testing ;  in  others  a  class  room  or  part  of  a  class  room, 
more  or  less  screened  off  has  to  serve. 

In  some  of  the  schools  this  arrangement  is  most  unsatisfactory 
and  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  considerable  disturbance  of  some 
classes.  More  particularly,  I  would  mention  Isleworth  Blue  Girls’ 
and  Infants’,  where,  owing  to  the  design  of  the  class  rooms,  it  is 
impossible  to  avoid  disturbing  the  routine  of  the  school  very 
materially.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Isleworth  Public  Hall, 
which  is  used  for  Treatment  Clinics  and  Infant  Clinics,  is  in  the 
centre  of  the  several  schools  whose  arrangements  are  unsatisfactory, 
I  would  suggest  that  the  Board’s  sanction  be  obtained  to  Medical 
Inspections  being  carried  out  at  the  Isleworth  Public  Hall.  This 
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will  also  ensure  better  results,  as  the  conditions  there  are  such 
that  a  really  satisfactory  examination  can  be  made  owing  to  the 
absence  of  noise. 

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION,  1921. 
Uncleanliness. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  routine  medical  inspection, 
78  were  excluded  on  account  of  nitty  or  verminous  conditions, 
whilst  71  were  marked  to  be  kept  under  observation.  Apart  from 
these  cases  other  297  were  seen  at  the  school  clinics  and  were 
referred  for  treatment,  and  27  were  kept  under  observation. 

Further  reference  to  this  subject  will  be  found  on  page  19. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspections, 
839  had  enlarged  tonsils,  60  of  which  were  referred  for  treatment, 
279  being  kept  under  observation. 

58  children  had  adenoids  only,  of  which  23  required  treatment, 
and  35  were  for  observation,  whilst  70  children  had  both  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  30  requiring  treatment,  and  40  observation. 

In  many  cases  children  marked  for  observation  would  probably 
require  operative  treatment,  but  only  very  well  marked  cases  were 
referred  for  treatment  on  a  first  inspection,  as  the  condition  often 
clears  up  with  removal  of  carious  teeth  and  a  general  improvement 
in  the  hygiene  of  nose  and  mouth. 

At  the  special  clinics,  42  other  children  were  found  to  have 
enlarged  tonsils,  7  adenoids  only,  whilst  12  suffered  from  both 
conditions. 

Tuberculosis. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspection  there 
were  5  cases  of  suspected  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  to  be 
kept  under  observation. 

At  the  special  clinics,  2  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  16  from  suspected  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis,  whilst  3  children  had  tubercular  glands. 
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Skin. 

At  the  routine  inspections,  out  of  2,022  children  examined, 
37  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  skin  trouble,  and  1  with 
ringworm  of  head. 

At  the  special  clinics  there  were  418  children  suffering  from 
various  skin  complaints,  including  scabies  and  impetigo  (see  Table 
II.  for  analysis  of  figures),  28  cases  of  ringworm  of  scalp  and  15 
cases  of  ringworm  of  body. 

External  Eye  Disease. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspections, 
39  w?ere  found  to  have  minor  eye  diseases  including  blepharitis 
and  conjunctivitis,  whilst  40  had  a  squint. 

In  addition  59  were  found  at  the  special  clinic  to  suffer  from 
the  “  minor  ”  eye  diseases,  and  4  had  squint. 

Vision. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspections, 
267  were  found  to  have  defective  vision,  165  of  which  were 
referred  for  treatment,  102  being  kept  under  observation. 

At  the  special  clinics  67  children  were  referred  for  treatment 
for  defective  vision. 

Ear  Disease  and  Hearing. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspections, 
33  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  defective  hearing  or  ear 
disease,  whilst  an  additional  82  were  discovered  at  the  special 
clinics. 

Dental  Defects. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspections, 
773  had  carious  teeth  and  were  referred  for  treatment,  whilst  388 
had  slighter  caries  and  were  marked  for  observation.  Over  half 
of  the  children  thus  examined  had  carious  teeth. 

At  the  special  clinics  a  further  107  were  discovered  and 
referred  for  treatment. 
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At  the  routine  dental  inspections  1535  children  were  referred 
for  treatment  out  of  2525  inspected  (for  further  particulars  see 
Table  IV.  D  (1)  &  (2). 

Crippling  Defects. 

Out  of  2,022  children  examined  at  the  routine  inspections, 
there  were  36  found  to  be  suffering  from  deformity,  including  6 
cases  of  rickets  and  10  of  spinal  curvature. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  occasionally  met  with  at  routine 
inspections  or  at  one  of  the  school  clinics.  Systematic  swabbing 
of  sore  throats  and  suspicious  nasal  discharges  brings  to  light 
unsuspected  diphtheria. 

_  All  infectious  cases  and  contacts  are  excluded  from  school 
till  they  are  deemed  free  from  infection  (Joint  Memorandum  issued 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Board  of  Education). 

During  the  year  1921,  the  following  cases  of  infectious  disease 
occurred  among  children  attending  public  elementary  schools  in 
this  district : —

The  non-notifiable  diseases,  Measles,  Rubella  Mumps,  Chicken 
Pox  and  Whooping  Cough,  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and 
in  doubtful  cases  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  when  there  is  no 
doctor  in  attendance. 

Similar  action  is  taken  in  respect  of  children  kept  at  home 
on  account  of  a  “  rash.” 
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FOLLOWING-UP. 

Physical  defects  discovered  at  routine  medical  inspection  are 
at  once  notified  by  the  examining  officer  to  the  parent,  if  present, 
and  in  any  event  a  written  or  printed  notice  of  the  defect  is 
subsequently  delivered  at  the  child’s  home  by  the  Health  Visitor, 
who  explains  to  the  parents  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  have 
the  condition  treated.  Re-visits  are  made  to  ascertain  what  action 
has  been  taken. 

Summary  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors  in 
connection  with  the  School  Medical  Service  : — 

1.  They  are  in  attendance  at  the  Inspection  (Minor  Ailment) 
and  Special  Clinics. 

2.  They  accompany  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Schools  for 
routine  medical  inspections,  and  weigh  and  measure 
children,  etc. 

3.  They  pay  periodic  visits  to  the  schools  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  Cleansing  Surveys. 

4.  “  Following-up  ”  as  outlined  above. 

5.  Visits  are  also  paid  to  the  children’s  homes — 

(а) .  For  inquiry  in  connection  with  non-notifiable 

infectious  diseases. 

(б) .  To  swab  Diphtheria  contacts. 

(c) .  To  obtain  signatures  to  consent  forms  for  operative 

treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  dental 

defects. 

(d) .  To  follow  up  cases  absent  or  attending  the  clinics 

irregularly.

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Defects  discovered  at  medical  inspection  are  reported  to  the 
parents,  who  may  elect  to  obtain  treatment  either  privately  or 
through  a  hospital,  or  in  certain  instances  may  avail  themselves 
of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  School  CJinics.  Visual  and  dental 
defects,  X-ray  treatment  of  Ringworm  and  the  treatment  of  Minor 
Ailments  are  now  undertaken  by  the  Education  Authority,  whilst 
the  operative  treatment  of  Tonsil  and  Adenoids  is  by  arrangement 
carried  out  at  the  local  hospitals. 


Skin. 


MINOR  AILMENTS. 


Ringworm  of  the  Scalp . — Out  of  26  cases  referred  for  treatment 
21  were  successfully  treated  by  the  application  of  X-rays  at  the 
X-ray  Clinic,  5  refusing  this  form  of  treatment. 

Ringworm  of  Body. — 14  cases  were  successfully  treated  at  the 
School  Clinics.  227  children  were  treated  at  the  School  Clinics 
for  other  skin  diseases,  including  15  cases  of  Scabies  and  198  cases 
of  Impetigo. 

Ear  Disease  and  Hearing. 

At  the  School  Clinics  28  cases  of  Ear  Disease  or  Defective 
Hearing  were  seen  and  treated. 

Ear  Disease. 


The  treatment  of  discharging  ears,  occupies  a  very  large 
portion  of  the  time  of  the  nurses  at  the  Treatment  Clinics.  There 
is  no  more  unsatisfactory  class  of  case  to  deal  with  than  these. 
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Their  treatment  necessitates  daily  careful  work  which  can  only 
be  carried  out  properly  by  a  nurse.  In  many  of  these  cases  the 
conditions  are  long  standing  and  there  is  already  infection  of  the 
mastoid  cells  and  nothing  short  of  a  fairly  severe  operation  is 
going  to  permanently  cure  the  condition.  So  long  as  this 
condition  persists,  the  child  is  alw7ays  in  danger,  in  that  any 
minute,  any  further  extension  of  the  disease  to  the  upper  plate 
of  bone  covering  the  inner  ear,  may  lead  to  suppuration  within 
the  brain  cavity  and  death. 

The  number  given  28,  does  not  by  any  means  exhibit  the 
total  number  of  cases  existing  in  the  school,  as  a  large  number 
with  a  small  amount  of  discharge,  regard  the  matter  of  no 
importance  and  are  not  discovered  until  Routine  or  Medical 
Inspection,  or  some  complaint  brings  the  matter  to  notice.  A 
very  large  proportion  of  these  cases  suffering  from  ear  trouble, 
can  be  cured  in  the  early  stage  by  ionization,  but  unfortunately, 
treatment  is  not  available  in  the  district,  and  it  is  difficult  to 
induce  many  of  the  parents  to  take  their  children  into  the  centre 
of  London,  as  oviing  to  the  present  prevailing  unemployment, 
they  cannot  afford  the  necessary  fare. 

Eye  Disease. 

17  cases  of  Eye  Disease  have  been  treated  at  the  Schol  Clinics. 
These  have  been  chiefly  Conjunctivitis,  Blepharatis,  with  some 
Phylctenular  and  Corneal  Ulcers,  and  suppurative  conditions  of  the 
lids. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

Out  of  100  children  referred  for  treatment,  23  received  treatment 
either  privately  or  through  a  hospital,  whilst  23  were  treated  under 
the  Education  Authority’s  scheme.  Arrangements  have  now  been 
made  whereby  children  requiring  operative  treatment  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  can  obtain  this  at  one  of  the  local  hospitals, 
the  Education  Committee  accepting  responsibility  for  the  fee. 
Re-payments  are  claimed  from  the  parents  in  accordance  w7ith  the 
following  scale  : —

The  number  of  cases  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  operated  on  is 
not  large.  Personally,  I  am  strongly  opposed  to  wholesale  removal 
of  enlarged  tonsils,  as  in  my  experience  a  considerable  portion  of 
these  disappear  in  course  of  time. 


Vision. 

286  cases  of  Visual  Defect  were  submitted  for  Eefraction  at 
the  School  Eye  Clinic,  whilst  23  children  were  treated  at  hospitals. 
In  265  cases  spectacles  wrere  prescribed  and  provided,  and  2 
cases  referred  to  hospital  for  further  treatment. 

Dental  Defects. 

925  children  were  treated  by  the  School  Dentist  under  the 
Local  Education  Authority’s  Scheme  and  150  re- treated.  Further, 
45  attended  the  Dental  Clinic  and  were  referred  elsewhere  for 
treatment,  c.g .,  hospital,  and  5  attended  the  Clinic  but  refused 
treatment.  12  children  had  treatment  by  private  dentists. 

A  proposal  was  brought  forward  with  regard  to  dealing  with 
dental  defects  other  than  those  specified  in  the  scheduled  years. 
In  order  to  find  out  the  amount  of  dental  trouble  actually  existing 
in  the  schools,  the  Committee  decided  that  special  inspections 
should  be  carried  out  in  two  representative  schools. 


OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

There  are  no  facilities  in  this  district  for  open-air  education 
beyond  the  holding  of  playground  classes,  and  I  am  not  aware 
that  this  is  practised  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a  considerable  demand  in 
this  area  for  an  open-air  school. 

This  matter  was  the  subject  of  report  in  1919,  and  also  on 
previous  occasions. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

There  is  no  Area  Organiser  of  Physical  Training  for  the 
elementary  schools  in  this  district.  Whatever  is  done  is  on  the 
initiative  of  the  teachers,  but  the  School  Medical  Officers  are  not 
consulted,  save  as  to  fitness  or  otherwise  of  a  particular  child  to 
engage  in  drill. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

The  systematic  provision  of  meals  to  school  children  was  not 
undertaken  during  the  year  under  review. 

SCHOOL  BATHS. 

None  of  the  schools  in  this  district  is  provided  with  baths. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

As  already  indicated,  cards  are  sent  to  the  parents  inviting 
their  attendance  on  the  occasion  of  their  chilnren  undergoing 
Medical  Inspection.  They  are  also  invited  to  attend  Dental 
Inspections,  when  the  Dentist  delivers  a  short  lecture  on  the  evils 
of  dental  caries  and  the  need  for  treatment. 

During  1921,  one  or  other  parent  attended  in  1,056  instances, 
representing  a  percentage  of  52-2  as  against  50-9  for  1920. 

Where  defects  are  found  the  children  are  followed-up  as 
already  described. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

Review  of  the  work  undertaken  by  Teachers  in  facilitating 

the  work  of  (1)  Medical  Inspection,  (2)  Following-up  and 

(3)  Medical  treatment  of  the  children. 

Teachers  now  recognise  the  part  school  medical  inspection 
plays,  and  grant  all  the  necessary  facilities  for  the  work. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

In  this  district  there  are  three  Attendance  Officers,  and  they 
have  entre  to  the  Health  Department  where  they  can  ascertain 
the  health  status  and  fitness  for  school  of  any  particular  child. 
The  function  of  these  Officers  is  to  maintain  attendances,  con¬ 
sequently  they  take  no  part  in  aiding  the  work  of  medical 
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inspection,  nor  do  they  engage  in  following-up  save  in  the  recovery 
of  fees  for  the  treatment  of  Tonsils  or  Adenoids  or  for  the  supply 
of  glasses,  but  they  do  render  valuable  help  in  securing  treatment 
for  children  absent  from  school  for  alleged  medical  reasons.  If 
there  is  no  doctor  in  attendance  and  the  parent  is  unwilling  to 
seek  one,  the  case  is  referred  to  one  of  the  School  Clinics  and  a 
report  is  rendered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Education  Committee. 
Again,  in  instances  where  children  are  absent  on  account  of  sore 
throats  or  because  of  some  rash,  prompt  reports  by  the  Attendance 
Officers  have  frequently  directed  attention  to  early  cases  of 
infectious  disease. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES, 

During  the  year  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  rendered  assistance  in  cases  of  neglect,  hut 
other  Voluntary  Bodies  concerned  in  the  welfare  of  school  children 
are  not  conspicuous  in  this  district. 

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

(a) .  Periodical  returns  are  made  by  the  teachers  of  children 
judged  to  be  abnormal.  Arrangements  are  then  made  for  a  special 
medical  examination,  and  based  upon  this,*  a  report  is  made. 
During  1921,  examinations  were  conducted  in  respect  of  2d  children. 

( b ) .  There  are  no  special  schools  in  this  district  for  defective 
children. 

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  no  nursery  schools  in  the  district. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS,  CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS. 

The  School  Medical  Service  of  the  Local  Education  Authority 
does  not  at  present  extend  to  these. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

(i)  Employment  of  Children. 

The  conditions  of  the  employment  of  children  and  young 
persons  in  this  area  are  regulated  by  Bye-Laws  made  under  the 
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Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  and  the  Education  Act,  1913. 
By  these  certain  employments  are  prohibited  and  in  others  the 
hours  of  employment  are  regulated  :  children  between  the  ages  of 
13  and  14  employed  in  the  sale  or  delivery  of  milk  or  newspapers, 
or  in  domestic  work  away  from  home,  must  hold  a  certificate 
from  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  the  effect  that  such  employment 
will  not  be  prejudicial  to  their  health  or  physical  development  and 
will  not  render  them  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  their 
education. 

61  children  were  examined  and  all  save  2  were  ganted  the 
necessary  certificates  of  fitness  for  work. 

\J 

(ii)  Co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service 
with  that  of  the  Juvenile  Employment  Committee  and 
of  the  certifying  factory  Surgeon  for  the  District. 

The  Health  Reports  for  Juvenile  Employment  cards  are  taken 
from  the  medical  inspection  records  and  are  entered  in  the  Health 
Department.  Where  by  reason  of  absence  at  Medical  Inspection, 
sufficiently  recent  medical  records  do  not  exist,  the  cases  are 
summoned  to  the  Inspection  Clinics  and.  the  necessary  data 
obtained.  These  represent  the  limits  of  the  services  rendered  by 
the  School  Medical  Staff.  I  am  unable  to  say  what  relationship 
exists  between  the  Juvenile  Employment  Committee  and  the 
certifying  factory  Surgeon  for  the  District. 

(iii)  The  findings  of  the  School  Medical  Service  as  regards 
the  physical  conditions  of  employed  children  and  young 
persons. 

From  the  time  the  Bye-Laws  became  effective  in  October, 
until  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  examined  61  children  and 
all  save  two  were  granted  the  necessary  certificates  of  fitness  for 
work. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Medical  Examination  of  Teachers. 

During  the  year  12  medical  examinations  were  made  of 
teachers.  In  the  majority  of  cases  these  were  in  connection  with 
their  appointment  under  the  Authority. 
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Holiday  Home  for  Children. 

29  medical  examinations  were  of  children  preliminary  to  their 
going  to  the  King  Edward  VII.  Memorial  Home,  Herne  Bay. 

Juvenile  Employment. 

37  special  examinations  were  conducted  in  respect  of  children 
whose  medical  inspection  records  were  not  sufficiently  recent. 

CRIPPLE  CHILDREN. 

By  the  Education  Act,  1918,  Section  20,  the  Local  Education 
Authority  are  required  to  ascertain  what  children  in  their  area 
are  physically  defective  and  to  make  provision  for  them. 

A  special  enquiry  on  this  subject  was  made  last  year  and  a 
full  report  submitted. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  district  for  such  children. 

SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

Facilities  having  been  extended  at  the  Council  House  we  were 
enabled  to  hold  combined  inspection  and  treatment  (minor 
ailment)  clinics  on  five  mornings  a  week.  Owing  to  the  extension 
of  work  in  other  directions,  it  was  found  impossible  to  continue 
this  and  the  present  arrangements  are  that  there  are  two  clinic 
days  at  the  Council  House  and  two  at  the  Isleworth  Public  Hall 
per  week,  when  a  full  morning’s  work  is  done,  but  treatment 
is  carried  out  between  9  and  10  o’clock  for  minor  ailments  on  five 
days  a  week  by  the  Nurses. 

The  Clinics  at  the  Public  Flail,  Isleworth,  are  similar  in 
scope  and  are  as  before  held  on  Monday  and  Thursday  mornings. 

School  children  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officers 
in  one  of  the  following  ways  : 

1.  They  are  discovered  at  Routine  Medical  Inspections  and 
are  perhaps  marked  for  treatment  or  it  may  be  merely 
for  observation. 

2.  Parents  may  apply  to  the  teachers  for  authority  to  attend 
the  clinic. 
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3.  The  teachers  may  on  their  own  initiative,  refer  children 
to  the  Clinic  either  because  of  illness  or  uncleanliness. 

4.  The  School  Attendance  Officers  or  the  Attendance  Sub- 
Committees  may  refer  children  who  have  been  absent 
from  school  on  account  of  alleged  illness. 

5.  The  Medical  Officers  or  the  Health  Visitors  may  discover 

cases  casually  while  visiting  the  schools. 

Charges  for  treatment  are  as  follows  : — 

Spectacles. — Free  in  necessitous  cases. 

Up  to  10th  October,  1921,  the  charge  for  ordinary  cases 
was  4/-  per  pair.  From  that  date  the  Committee  passed  a 
resolution  to  the  effect  that  where  the  income  exceeded  10/-  per 
head,  after  deduction  of  rent,  the  full  cost  of  the  glasses  should 
be  paid. 

Ringworm.  Free  in  cases  considered  necessitous. 

Other  elementary  school  cases,  2/6. 

Cases  from  other  schools,  according  to 
circumstances  of  parents. 

Dental.  6d.  per  attendance  at  Clinic. 

Minor  Ailments  Free. 

TREATMENT  OF  UNCLEANLINESS. 

The  Schools  were  visited  by  the  Nurses  on  27  occasions  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  Cleanliness  Survey.  At  these  inspections 
there  were  examined  3,978  children,  of  which  507  were  found  to 
be  unclean.  Of  the  later  number  108  were  excluded  and  the 
remainder  399  warned  and  kept  under  observation. 

In  this  district  neither  the  Education  Authority  nor  the 
Sanitary  Authority  possesses  a  cleansing  station,  consequently  when 
children  are  excluded  from  school  by  reason  of  nitty  or  verminous 
conditions  and  their  parents  fail  to  cleanse  them  within  the  period 
of  14  days,  allowed  them  by  by-law,  a  prosecution  may  be 
ordered. 
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No  cleansing  has  been  carried  out  by  the  school  nurses. 
Personally,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  responsibility  for  cleansing 
of  verminous  children  should  be  placed  on  the  parent.  With  that 
in  view,  I  proposed  to  the  Committee  that  we  should  train  one 
of  the  women  members  of  the  staff  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  of 
of  heads  and  that  a  fee  of  1/-  should  be  charged  for  this  purpose. 
Through  the  kindness  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
County  of  London,  the  woman  selected  is  being  trained  at  one 
of  the  London  County  Council  Cleansing  Stations,  and  her  services 
will  be  available  early  in  1922. 

Owing  to  the  attitude  taken  by  the  Bench  of  inflicting  sub¬ 
stantial  fines  on  cases  brought  before  them,  there  has  been  a 
noticeable  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  children’s  heads. 

During  the  year  1921,  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against 
the  parents  of  18  children.  In  three  instances  the  summonses 
were  withdrawn,  in  two  orders  were  made  and  in  the  remainder 
fines  were  imposed  as  follows  :  1  of  4/- ;  1  of  7/6  ;  8  of  10/-  ; 
3  of  £1.
